MEMPHIS. 
THS BLACKEST DAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mxurnis, Tenn., Aug? W. — Memphis is not 
missing a single horror of the plague with but 
3,000 white people in the city. We had to-day 
forty-seven white lever deatus and eleven col- 
ored. The new-cases list is louger than ever 
before, numbering 119. Ia 1873, when the 
white population was five times as much, the 
highest per diem mortality was but 86. It will 
be seen that to-day is the blackest in the fever- 
history of Memphis, and with 800 sick to prey 
upon, the yellow gourmand may run the death- 
rate still higher to-morrow. Those apparently 
convalcasent sometimes grow worse, and die in 
an hour. Tue disease is 

IN ITS MOST SUBTLE FORM, 
and to be sick is almost to die. 

Dr. H. R. Hapsen is dead. Sister Veronica 
died to-day, and five others, with four priests, 
Are in a critical condition. The disease is seiz- 
ing upon the negroes rapidiy, and yet they 
stubborniy refuse free transportation and a 
comfortable support out of town. Cooper and 
Kearhart, of the Howards, ere stricken down 
to-day. The Howards need more men. Bat 
few ‘are bold enough to enter their terrible 
service. The Relief Committee is feeding 
thousands of the destitute inside and outside 
the city. The great need of additionai medical 
aid is painfully icit to-day. 

HORRORS UPON HORROKS 

meet the relief laborers all over the city. Dr. 
Watson, at 82 Second street. was found dead, 
bloated, putrid, and unattended, in his office. 
On the opposite side of the street a dead father 
lay with tour sick children near by, and no doc- 
tor had yet darkened the door. Funerals know 
no ceremony, and pall-bearers are tew.

THE JAIL PRISONERS. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 

NASHVILLE, Teon., Aug. 28.—Gov. Porter re- 
ceived dispatches from the acting sheriff and 
jailer of Shelby County to-day, saying there 
were eighty-six prisoners in Memphis Jail,twenty- 
five of whom are awaiting trial for high crimes, 
and asking what should be done with them. 
Six were down with the fever. Gov. Porter ad- 
vises the removal of the prisoners to some se- 
cure place in Shelby County, and to have them 
well guarded. Alfred Fays and wife, who acted 
as uurses in New Orieans in 1870, and ia Mem- 
phis in 1867, have been furnished transportation 
and will leave for Memphis to-morrow night. 

INDESCRIBABLE HORRORS. 
To the Western associated Press. 

Mempnis, Ten., Aug. 28.—The condition of 
our city to-night surpasses description. For the 
past twenty-four hours ending at 6 p. m. sixty- 
two de-ths nave occurred, of which only four 
were from Other causes than yellow-fever. Of 
these, forty-seven were whftes and eleven col- 
ored. The new cases numbered 119 during the 
day. Our physiciavs were so worn out io attend- 
ing sick calls that to-nicht, for self-preservation, 
they are resting. many in the country aod oth- 
ers in unknown parts of the city, while friends 
of the sick are searching in vain for, medical 
attendants. 4 

; A SAD NARRATIVE. 

The following report to the Howards to-day 
from Dr K. W. Mitchell, director of the wed- 
ical corps of ten physicians employed b the 
Association give some idea of the condition of 
things: “i need ten more physicians immedi- 
ateiy. 1 find scores of people sick and dying 
without having been seen by a physician. The 
scenes of death and distress to-day and to-night 
are indescribable. Members of the relief com- 
mittees have been called to see sick persons, 
and. responding to the call, found in some cases 
corpses lying in beas or on the floor without 
even a single watcher. Members of the lude- 
pendent Order of Workmen to-day buried five 
members of their fraternity. They have ex- 

nausted their means, and call upoo their breth-

TUE PANIC A GODSEND TO Mur. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Maurnis, Tenu., Aug 25.—I have thought to 
supplement the wires by the mailbag to-night, 
promising that the MSS. shall go through seven 
processes of disinfection before it is dropped 
into the box. O, it is no trouble, I assure you. 
There are gallons of carbolic acid lying about, 
and burning tar and sulphurous fumes befoul 
the air under the profession of purifving it. 
When I look out on the dark, silent street, and 
these vapors are wafted through tke open win- 
dow, I feel the oppressiveness of the presence 
of death with that borrible odor of carbolic 
acid which rises from the little saucers beneath 
the coffin. It is | 

A CITY WITHOUT A PROPLE, 

this. The echo of my music, as I whistle to 
keep my courage up, comes back in a sort of 
wail that jars on my ear. It is almost as bad as 
a midnight stroll in a graveyard, one’s imagina- 
tion assisting to picture the hand of death reach- 
ing out from the corner of every bad-smelling 

ley. To have lived in Memphis for the past 
ten days is almost to have grown gray with 
fright. The wild panic which seized the city, 
the ecrambie for foothold on steam beat-deck or 
car-platform, the agony of fright pictured everv- 
where, on every one’s face, were trying enough 
to the stoutest. More trying, however, it bas 
deen to see the death-rate gradually craw!) up, 
to see familiar names on the death-roll and in 
the record of the smitten, to witness the mon- 
ster fingers of death relaxing and stretching 
forth to grasp a wider hold on the doomed city.

THE HEARSES BEGIN TO GO BY ON A TROT, 
and a man mathematically inclined conid sit 
down ana figare on his chances, and from the 
ratio of deaths to new cases learu that if 
attacked by fever he would hold the chance of 
one out of two principals in a duel where 
but one pistol was loaded with ball, the space 
being over a handkerchief, ana he must choose 
bis weapon blindfoided.

The panic that made ours a silent, sleeping 
city, however, was a Godsend. It snatched 
frum the monster the human lives uvon which 
be feeds. To increase the exodus has been the 
aim of the benevolent societies. 

You have read of the Government’s charity, 
of its thousands of tents and its thousands of 
rations, a gratis presentation to our distressed 
city. The tents are pitched on high hills in 
regularly- governed camps about the city.

the true men who are fighting with all of hu- 
man strength this awful scourge. Strange to 
sav, many will not accept their offer of safety, 
but cling to their hovel homes though 
death grins upon them from every crack in the 
wall. Yesterday the negroes held a mass-meet- 
ing, and an effort was made by the Mavor, our 
member of Congress, and others to get them to 
agree to go out into camp, play gentlemen of 
elegant leisure and refined ease there, and be 
well fed free of charge. Do you think they 
would consent? No, they wouldn't. You see 
they remember the plague of 18783, and that 
thea the saffron reaper jumped the black 
ears ju his harvest of death It is 
useless to telt them that negroes 
are falling like sheep in the streets of Grenada 
and Vicksburg; for they still cling to their 
theory and demand to be fed in the city at their 
homes. Already a dozen negroes have been at- 
tacked by the plague, and there is every evi- 
dence that it will spread among the race. The 
hearse will have to take many boxes from their 
homes before their faith in their exemption can 
be shaken. In the surrender of life and prep- 
erty into their hands, however, by the 
exodus of white people, they are dis- 
charging their trust with a _ faithfulness 
that reminds one of the dark days of civil war, 
when the slave protected the home, pretected 
the wife and little ones, while the master was 
bivouacking far away on the tield of battle. For 
the first time in Memphis, they have been given 
a place on the police force, and their depart- 
ment has challenged the admiration of all. 
THE WORKK IN TIifs SAD HOUK 
is divided between care for the sick and dead, 
and care for the sufferers in health. The How- 
ard Association began the campaign with 8, 
000 im United States bonds in hand, the amount 
of the country's coutributions in 1875, 
with interest accrued, less donations since to 
plague-stricken cities over the South. Before 
the first case was announced this Association 
had their stores of medicines, disiniectants, and 
stimulants laid in, their nurses located and reg- 
istered, their district lines drawu, and their men 
in readiness to start with ambulance and doctor 
at a moment’s note. The plavwue came, and 
the yellow badge vf a Howard was at the first 
bedside. It has been at the bedside of every 
sick man, woman, or child of all the great 
number since. Their nurses have been in 
every stricken familv, their © physicians 
have deen ready for any calls. The Assoctation 
takes the sick-roum in hand, and from its treas- 
ury pays tor doctor, nurse, drugs. and. if need 
be, coffin.

foe lever is of a violent form. It kills in 
many instances within forty-eight hours. The 
budy’s beat gets up to 106 degrees when the 
pulse shows but eighty beats. This is the un- 
mistakable sigu of yeliow fever. Then the skin 
turns a bale-buff color, the eyes become blood- 
shot and glassy; the flesh is puifed out about 
the cheek-bones, then black-vomit—death. ‘Ihe 
comparatively low death rate shows tiiat many 
are getting well. The physicians are divided as 
totreatment. The method of the majority is a 
teacup of castor-oil, mustard bath, olankets. 
Ine leading physician of the minority, aud a 
very successful one with this disease, gives his 
treatment as follows: 

Wash the patient off wel] with tepid water and 
80a]; vive “0 to 30 gratos ef enen. with ten 
of morphine; three hours after, commence giving 
5 to 20 grains quinine, with M grain ef morphine, 
and give every three or four hours. Keep the pa- 
tient on heavy doses of nitrate of potasn all the 
time, so us to make the kidpeys work, and in Cases 
of sick stomach use mustard-plaster on the stom- 
ach and vive lime-water with mik internally; also 
smail portions of water, without ice. If the pa- 
tient Las Gark. indigo vomiting, give small doses 
of calomel witb the quinine at each dose. 

The physiciaus of Memphis are doing their 
full duty. Drs. Marabie, Frayser, Joho C. Rog- 
ers, Robbias, Ess, and Burreil have gone to 
their beds. Dr. Rogers has passed his to the 
grave. Ihe others are rapidly recovering.

NEW ORLEANS. 
GAINING GROUND. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune 

New Onceans, Aug. 28.—The death rate is 
steadily advancing. Fifty-seven died to-day. 
No part of the city seems exempt from disease. 
The epidemic, compared with that of 18067, is 
three times as fatal. That year it did not cease 
Lili December. 

While doctors differ as to type and treatment, 
all seem couvmced that there is no escape from 
the terrible pestilence, which bas hard!y yet be 
gun its ravages. As indicated in former dis- 
patches, the question of food forthe workless 
und desttitute is needing attention. Au organ 
ization of bread-distributors is just formed, un- 
der the name of the Peabody Subsisteace Asso- 
ciation, composed of leading merchants. Be- 
sides this, the Goverumeut will have to tissue 
rations to the destitute hungry to avert siarVa- 
tion within the next three werks. 

SCENES IN THE CITY. 
Specirat Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis Mo., Aug. 95.—Among the arrivals 
to-day from New Urieans was W. HI. Kelis, a 
prommeut citizen of that city. In an interview 
this afternoon he stated that, when he left New 
Orleans, the streets were almost depopulated. 
Peopie contined themselves to the bouse, sel- 
dom leaving it except when necessary. Whole 
families were swept dowu by the scourge. Savs 
Mr. Kells: * The ravages of the fever are con- 
fined to those portions of the city where the 
lower classes live. The upper class have not 
suffered so much. The city unodoubtediy 
brought the fever upon itself by not taking 
sufficient sanitary precautions. The impression 
prevalent ali over the North. and eveu in New 
Orleans, that the disease did not orginate in 
that city, 

1S BRRONEOUS., 
It ts common'y supposed that the germ of 
the fever was brought by a ship from Havana. 
That the fever originated in New Orleans | have 
no doubt, and most of the members of the 
medical fraternity with whom I have conversed 
are of the same opinion. At the time fever be- 
gan, the lower portions of the city were reeking 
with filth. There was insufficient sewerage, and 
vegetable and anima! matter was permitted to 
accumulate ip the streets, and to rapidly putre- 
fy under the burume rays of the torrid sun. 
Numbers of men were hired dy the city to elean 


the streets, and worked for months, but, as the 
dirt was scraped up in piles and nut removed, 
all their labor went for naucht. 
PUTRESCENCE WAS EVERYWHERE, 
and the air was laden with pestilential smells. 
The citizens often complained, but the muvict- 
pal authorities refused to listen to them. The 
epidemic was foresecp by a great many people. 
A physician predicted there would be yellow 
fever if the proper sanitary precautions were 
not taken at least three months before the Grst 
case was reported. New Oricans is noted for 
its cleanliness, but at the commencement of the 
epidemic it was in the worst condition I ever 
saw it. The lower class of French and Italians 
and the Dagoes 
NEVER ATTEMPT TO KEEP rum DWELLINGS 
CLEAN, 
and, as the city officers didn’t attend to it, the 
dirt was allowed to lie in the back yards, gut- 
ters, aud streets for weeks, until the sun or rain 
disintegrated or putrefied tt. When au epi- 
demic had been dectared by the Board of 
Health, men were at once put to work cleaning 
the filth from the city. Huge piles of it were 
dumped in the Tivoli Circle and other places, 
and burned. Carbolic acid, lime, and other dis- 
infectants were scattered iu profusion over the 
city, but : 
8 IT Was TOO LATE. 
The scourge could not be kept within bounds. 
The authorities had refused to listen to the ad- 
vice of persons who were competent to judge 
until the city was filled with the groans of the 
dying. 

“Two pbysicians have decided upon the 
causes of the disease. It is known that it is in 
the atmosphere, but that is all, as the medical 
fraternity is divided on the question of the 
cause. The treatment is empirical. Some pre- 
scribe one remedy, others another. None are 
confident that the prescription will do more 
good than harm. The physicians have been 
merely experimenting. 

THE ONLY POINT 
on which ali agree is that careful nursing is the 
best possible measure to take. 

“The Howard Association is doing every- 
thing in its power to alleviate the suffering, but 
as its funds are nearly exhausted it can’t do 
much more without outside assistance. Nurses 
command very high pay, some from $5 to $20 
ver day. Professional nurses are verv scarce, 
and a great many wealthy ladies and gentlemen 
have volunteered to give their assistance.“ 

THE DEAT LIST. 
To the Western Associated Presa. 

New Ornieane, Aug. 28.—The death-list to- 
day includes twelve children under 5 vears 
and sever between 5 and 10. From noon up to 
6 p. m. only eleven deaths had been reported at 
the office of the Board of Health. — tour adults 
and seven children under 8 years of age. Among 
the new cases reported to the Board of Health 
during the past few days are some dating back 
as far as Aug. 14. Thisis in response w a cir- 
cular recently sent out by the Board requesting 
the physicians to report all cases treated so far, 
and not heretofore reported.

REPULSED. 

On Euterpe street, between Carondelet and 
St. Charles, there being many cases of fever in 
the vicinity, atemporary barricade was placed 
across the street to avoid the noise of vebicies 
passing over the cobblestones with which the 
street is paved. A milkman came aloug and in- 
sisted upon passing with bis cart, saying he had 
paid his license and intended to drive on any 
street he pleased.

DEATH OF A PROMINENT CITIZEN. 

Otto Hevn, a well-known member of the Cot- 
ton Exchange, died this morning of vellow fever. 
SUCCESSFUL. 

New ORLEANS, Aug. 2.—At the Charity 
Hospital yesterday Dr. Samuel Chappin inaugu- 
rated a treatment which, if entirel successful, 
will only revolutionize the treatment of yellow- 
fever cases. The patient operated upon bad been 
without wedical attention twenty-four hours, 
had only taken a Seidlitz powder, and sv low 
io fact was the man that the attendants ex- 
pected him to die everv minute. At one time 
his pulse was 100 a minute, and the temperature 
105 degrees. The patient was stripped naked, 
placed on one of Dr. Kibbee’s fever cots, which 
is «filled with meshes, and contains be- 
neath au iudia-rubber receptacle to con- 
tain water. A sprinkling can of 
water. containing a lump of ice. 
was prepared, and the patient sprinkled until 
the temperature was reduced as low as Vi), 
and the pulse for awhile was reduced to . 
The body became refreshingly cool. All fever 
disappeared, and the patient fell into a gentle 
slumber: rested well during the night, and this 
morning House-Surgeon Metcalie reporte Dr. 
Choppin’s patient doing well: temperature 100%, 
Fahrenheit, this morning. Passed a good nutht: 
svmptoms all favorable to a speedy recovery: 
sprinkling still continued. To-nignt patient’s 
temperature is reported the same as this moru- 
ing, and his recovery is confidently expected. 

VICKSBURG. 
A RAY OF HOPE.

A RAILROAD DISASTER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Granp Rarips, Mich., Aug. 28.—An excur- 
sion train of four loaded coaches started from 
Ludington for this city to-day, viathe Flint & 
Pere Marquette and the Grand Rapids & In- 
diana Railroads. About twenty-five miles north 
of this city, on the latter road, the two rear 
coaches were thrown from the track by a broken 
rail and ditched, both being turned on their 
sides down an cmbankment about eight feet 
high. Of the 124 passengers in the two coaches, 
about forty were more or less hurt, Dut all but 
five or six escaped with very slight 
bruises, contusions, or abrasions of the 
skin. Of these five or six, the only one who is 
now supposed to be fatally hurt is a Mrs. Hen- 
gusol, of Ludington, whose skull was fractured. 
She was left at Cedar Springs, twenty miles 
north of this city, being unable to come here 
with the other wounded. The Company’s sur- 
geon here, Dr. George K. Johnson, was sent to 
attend her iv a special train this evening. There 
is very little hope of her recovery. The others 
most seriously wounded are L. B. Fosgate, of 
Reed City,broken rib and internal injaries; Will- 
iam Brown, of Reed City, badly hurt in the 
back; J. R. Lomesbury, of Reed City, broken 
nose and bad contusions of the head; Charles 
W. Rose, of Baldwin City, badly hurtin the 
side and back: Mra. S. W. Merrili, of Luding 
ton. lungs badly hart; George C. Townsend, of 
Baldwin City, hurt in the shotiders, back, and 
head; John Crowlev, of Ludington, badiy Lurt 
in the back; Judge 8. F. White, of Ludington, 
badly hurt in the shoulder. K Was really 
wonderful that more were vot killed outright 
or very seriously hurt. All but six or seven of 
the party were brought here. and the officers 
of the Company, and a cor-s of five surgeons 
employed by them, did everything possible for 
their care and comfort. The excursionists are 
loud in their praises of he conduct of the con- 
ductor of the train d train-men and of the 
ollicials. The cars Vere not much damaged, 
and trains on the “03d were not delayed at all. 


JUMPED THE TRACK.

The Board of Equalization~—The Railroad

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 28.—The State Board 
of Equalization transacted no business to-day, 
the Land Committee being absent on a tour of 
inspection of Southern Illinois land. The Com- 
mittee went to Cairo over the Sbort Line, and 
thence take the Cairo & Vincennes Railroad, 
and return here in a special car over the Ohio & 
Mississippi Road to-morrow. 

The State Auditor to-day 
canceled $5,000 of registered bonds issued by 
Fancy Crees Township. Macon County, in aid 
of the Monticello Railroad, and now paid. 

Iu the County Court to-day Judge Matheney, 
in the tax cases that have been on heariug for 
several days, on application of the Collector for 
judgment against delinquent lands, affirmed the 
validity of the State and county tax, but sus- 
tained the objections to all city tax in excess 
of five mills each for general school and interest 
purposes. The objections by the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad to local taxation in 1873 of jts 
right-ol-way and depot grounds, on the ground 
that the same was already assessed by the State 
Board of Equalization as railroad track, were 
also sustained. 

In the Uuited States Cirenit Court to-dav J. 
F. Subiy, of New York, filed a petition for ip- 
junction to restrain Sheriff Weber, as ex-officio 
County Collector, from paving over to the anti-

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KEARNEY. 
HE SEES THE PRESIDENT FOR A FEW MOMENTS.

Wasaineton, D. C., Aug. 28.—Dennis Kear- 
ney, labor agitator, arrived bere unexpectedly 
this morning, accompanied by bis private secre- 
tary. He took quarters at a second-class hotel, 
and went to work to get his correspondence 
over, as he said. He called at the White House, 
and had a short conversation with the Presi- 
dent, during which be complained bitterly of the 
unhappy condition of laboring men, depression 
of business, and general hard times, The Presi- 
dent did not allow the agitator to occupy all the 
time. but, on the contrary, he at once began to 
argue the subject in a quiet manner, giv- 
ing Mr. Kearney very little opportunity 
to say anything. The President explained 
that the country had not yet fully recovered 
from the effects of the great War, but that mat- 
ters were beginning to adjust themselves to 
ante-war conditions; that tor several years there 
was an inflated condition of business, with a 
surplus of money, which many "mistook for 
ppoperty, but that now business was getting 
down to bed-rock, so to speak, and the people 
were learning again the value ofadollar. He 
said he thought that all money should ea 
gold basis, and that resumption would do much 
to relieve bard times, which he did not think 
would last much longer. Kearney 
tried agaiu and again to get in 
a few words, bit the President 
seemed determined on having all the talk on 
his side. The interview might have resulted in 
something interesting had not Secretary Schurz 
came in and ended the controversy. 

Mr. Kearney says says be mall speak here to- 
morrow night from the steps ot the Capitol, 
and he expects to have a ig uwudievee On Fri- 
day morning be goes to Phi'adelphia, and sub. 
sequentiy returns fer @ day or two to Baltimore. 
He says that in New York he will have a grand 
reception, a parade, and many ceremonies. He 
refers as usual to the newspapers as being 
untrustworthy, and says they have 
greatly underrated his meetings, After 
his reception in New York he expects to go 
through New England and make speeches. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the interview 
was so short, and that Kearney had so little to 
do with it, very inflated accounts, which cmanate 
from Kearney’s secretary, are being sent to 
California to-night, and could be had by any 
paper that chose to purchase it. 

Kearney has not yet bad a chance to pass the 
hat arouod here, so his secretary does it. 
Kearney’s report of his own interview with the 
President will prohably be as worthless as his 
report of the interview with the Archbishop at 
Cincinnati.

RAILROAD LANDS, 
SECRETARY SCHURZ’S DECISION—ALL UNSOLD 
LANDS NOT OPEN TO ENTRY. 

Dispatch ta New York Heraid. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 25.—The decision 
made by Secretary Schurz on the d of last 
July, concerning the application of Nelson Du- 
dymott to be allowed to make pre-emption filing 
upon certain lands in Kansas within the limits 
of the grant to the Kansas Pacific Railway, has 
been misunderstood by some Western people, 
who have got the impression from the language 
of the decision of the Secretary of the Interior 
that .all public lands owned by railroads which 
remain unsold at the expiration of three years 
from the completion of the road are open to 
entry at $1.25 an acre. The exact wording of 
the decision micht mislead those who are 
not familiar with Congressional legislation 
on the subject, and the Secretary did not expect 
interested parties would misconstrue the intent 
of this decision. it relates exclusively to rail- 
roads whicb have received money aid from the 
Government, or grants of land so large as to be 
a substitute for the money aid. Thus, under 
this decision, the lands of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad will eventually become subject to gen- 
eral pre-emption, if the law under which the 
grant was made should stand unrepealed, while 
the unsold lands of the Union Pacific, Central 
Pacific, Kansas Pacitic, Denver Pacific, and 
Sioux City Railroads are already em- 
braced within the scope of this celebrated 
decision. These are all the roads which 
the Interior Department now understands to 
come within the provisions of the law. On the 
other hand there are a number of railroads to 
whom rants of land were made by State 
legislation, the same having been donated by 
the Government to encourage local and State 
improvements, and of these the IIlinois Central 
and the St. Louis, lron Mountain & Southern 
Railroad, in Arkansas (formerly the Cairo & 
Fulton), are illustrations. Now the decision of 
the Secretary, if readin part, would give the 
‘idea clearly that all unso!d lands along the line 
of these roads could be pre-empted at $1.25 an 
acre; but when examined as a whole there is not 
ground for making such mistake. The para- 
graph which has furnished the erroneous view 
is as follows: 

By tne terms of the grant by which said lands, 
or the proceeds that shall arise from the sale there- 
of, inured to said company, it is provided that 
lands remaining unsold at the expiration of three 
years from the time when the entire road was com- 
pleted, shal! be subject to settlement and pre- 
emption like Other lands, at a price not exceeding 
$1.25 peracre; in other words, that eaid fands 
shall revert to the public domain for sale and dis- 
—— for said company under the pre-emption 
aws of the United States. And whether it be con- 
sidered that said lands are public lands in a gen 
eral or special sense cannot in my opinion affect 
the jurisdiction of your office in making sale and 
disposal of the same. 

By the terms of the grant by which lands 
were donated to the Union, Central, Kansas 
& Denver Pacifie, and the Sioux City Railroads, 
the Governinent was made the accepting party, 
ad the date of completion and acceptance is a 
matter of official record. Three years irom 
said dates the Secretary maintains, under the 
explicit provisions of the Act of Congress, that 
all of their unsold lands, even if they are cov- 
ered by a mortgage to secure moneys borrowed 
in the coastruction of the roads, are subject to 
pre-emption. 

Tbe Commissioner of the Land-Office rejected 
the claim under which this decision was made, 
on the ground that the law does not provide for 
the enforcement of the limitation proviso be 
the Land-Oflice, and that the application of 
Mr. Dudymott was entirely beyond the juris- 
diction of this office. The Land Com- 
missioner further maintained that either 
judicial or Congressional action was necessary 
even for the Government to repossess iands 
the title to which had become wholly drvested 
57 the failure of companies to fulfil hut terms 
of their grants. He held this, not as his opin 
ion. but as law explicitly set forth ina decision 
of the United States Supreme Court. Secretary 
Schurz, on the other hand, thought the pro- 
visions of the act were as plain as words could 
make them, and that there was concurrent tes- 
timony of the correctness of his view. There- 
fore, when it was interposed that the unsold 
lands might have been mortgaged, the Secretary 
still held that tae provisions of the act granting 
the lands must have been understood by the 
mortgagees, and the Company could not mort- 
gage such interest in the land as is ssed. 
The Secretary, to test bis ruiing, ordered that 
the Company make astatement showing whether 
said lands had been sold by it at the time Mr. 
Dudymott- made his application, and gave the 
Company thirty days in which to make answer. 
This is not due until the latter part of this 
month; but it is understood that all the com pa- 
nies will refuse to recognize the correctness of

Devens desires to retire from the Cahinel and 
will do so if he can the appointment of 
United States Judge for the New England Cir- 
cult, which office has recently been made vacant 
by the death of Judge Shepley, of Maine. The 
President has recently declared that this rumor 
is false, and has stated that no changes were 
contemplated by the Cabinet. The President 
says he is perfectly satistied with his Cabinet, 
and he thinks they are éatisfied. with their posi- 
tions, and expresses tie hope that they will all 
continue until the end of bis term, so that there 
may be in history one instance in which a Presi- 
dent left his office with the same set of ad- 
visers that started with him. This is, of 
course, a very proper hope, and the President is 
no doubt sincere in it; but Attorney-General 
Devens has never concealed his dissatisfaction 
with the irksome duties of his office. He has 
been a Judge, and his lie on the Bench was 
very different from tbat which he is now living. 
He is compelled to work hard, and has many 
perplexing, and oftentimes trivial, questions to 
iwvestigate and decide upon. He is constantly 
called upon to write opinions upon subjects 
Which are tedious and unimportant to every- 
body except the Government and he singie in- 
dividual whose interests are involved. But he 
finds toe most difficulty with the executive du- 
wes he is required to perform. His subordinates 
are always ina wrangle. The positions of Mar- 
shal and District Attorney, with which he has 
particularily to do, are much sought, and at- 
tempts are continually being made to get some 
ope out and some one else in office. This 
wrangling over office is very irritating to a man 
of his well-bred composure and placid habits. 
He nas many times expressed a wish that he 
was back upon the Bench, where he would not 
be bored with such matters. 

And, again, Vevens does not find very much 
congenial society in Washington. This sum- 
mer, especially, he has been banging around the 
Riggs, House, where he boards, with his time on 
bis hands. not because he wanted to be idle, but 
because it was too warm to remain in-doors, and 
he could find no une ont-doors who moved in 
the same orbit. He isa social man when he 
finds society of his kind, but he finds none here 
when Congress is pot in session, and his depart- 
ment duties compel him to remain in Wasbing- 
ton. Sometimes he drives out to the President's 
cottage at the Soldiers’ Home, but he cannot 
very well go there every night. 

In despair, evidently, ne has now left town 
and gone to his home in Maseachusetis. He 
would like very much toget back upon the 
Bench, and death has created an opportunity for 
him to enjoy its dignity and honor for hfe,—if 
he can get the appointment, and Blaine will al- 
jow him to be confirmed by the Senate. The 
President, of course, speaks truly when be savs 
he bas never talked with Attorney-General Dev- 
ens about thie Judgeship, but I know that Dev- 
ens has talked about it with his friends. 

The gossips make McCrary the suecessor of 
Devens in the Law Department, but MeCrary 
would not accept it now. tHe was tendered it in 
the first place and aceepted, but was afterwards 
induced to give areluctant consent to a trans- 
fer ts the War Department, for which Devens 
was originally chosen. Devens was a soldier,— 
a volunteer,—and Gen. Sherman, after bis ex- 
perience with Belknap, would not consent to 
have another volunteer soldier thrust over him 
as aSecretary. Sherman was wiliing to take 
any West-Poinfer that could be named, and 
even went so far as to want an ex-Confederate 
(Joe Johnston), but be would resign before he 
would receive orders from an amateur soldier. 
So McCrary was asked to exchange places with 
Deveus, and, being more amiable than inde- 
pendent, consented; and he has made a 
splendid Secretary of War. He would fill to 
perfection any position in which he was placed, 
although, When be went w see a parade soon 
after his apvointment, he for the first time dis- 
covered that red was the distincuishiug color of 
the artillery service. But, as I said, McCrary 
would not accept the Attorney-Gencraiship, now 
that the l'resident's term is two years old. He 
has become habituated at the War Office, likes 
his duties, and is deeply interested in them, and 
would not consent to achange under au) cir- 
cumstances.

NOTES AND NEWS.

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 28.—Frederick A. 
Sawyer, formerly United States Senator from 
South Carolina, and subsequentiy Assistant 
Secretary ot the Treasury, has been appointed 
to a small clerkship in tue office of the Coast- 
Survey of the Treasury Department. This ap- 
pointment illustrates one of the vicissitudes of 
public men. Sawyer is a man of eminent schol- 
arly attainments, has been unfortunate, and by 
a series of reverses has been compelled to accept 
almost the emallest office in the great establish- 
ment which he at one time so nearly controlled. 

EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 
Dispaich to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, forthe pur- 
pose of ascertaining the nature and extent of 
our foreign trade, is having trepared a state- 
ment of our experts aud imports for several 
years past. From this it appears that for many 
years preceding the vear 1874 the excess of im- 
ports over exports was very large. During the 
year 1274 there was au excess of exports over 
imports of about $19,000,000. In 1875, however, 
the imports exceeded the exports by $14,500,000, 
Since 1875 the exports of the country have very 
rapidly increased andthe imports have gradual- 
ty fallen off. Some of the articles formerly un- 
ported in large Quantities cut a very inconsidera- 
ble figure in the imports of last year, while our 
exports have increased since 1875 about 35 per 
cent. In 1876 our exports exceeded our imports 
by about $79,000,000; in 1877 there was an ex- 
cess of $151,000,000, and in 1878 an excess of 
$258,000,000, Only $250,000,000 of our bonds 
are now held abroad, and the balance of trade 
in our favor is rapidly diminishing this amount. 

TRADE AND DICKER IN OFFICES. 

Among the charges against Supervising 
Architect Hillis that he made a bargain with 
his predecessor in office whereby, in considera- 
tion of the former resigning, Hul was to pav 
him an amount equal to three months’ salary, 
an aggregate in the neighborhood of $1,100. It 
is alleged that the amount was paid and cov- 
ered upin an appropriation for a public build- 
ing in a Western city. 

THE SINEWS OF WAR LACKING. 

Senator M:Donald, Joe Blackburn, and Gen. 
Hunton, of Virginia, members of tue Demo- 
cratic Congressional Campaign Committee, held 
an informal conference to-day to devise means 
to raise the filthy lucre necessary to lubricate 
the campaign machinery. Blackburn repre- 
sented that funds were at alow tide, and the 
financial outlook as black as Sherman’s policy. 
It was finally decided to give the boys another 
squeeze, and Cengressional candidates are ex- 
pected to come to the centre. Sam Tilden is 
mean enough to refuse to pory up unless the 
machine is run with an eye single to his candi- 
dacy. The Committee, of course, declipe to 
lacerate Thurman’s feelings by listening to any 
such suggestion. . 

FOUR PER CENTS. 

Wasninotron, D. C., Aug. 26.—After a few 
days of small sales, the demand for 4 per cent 
bonds have revived again, and over two million 
and a half, the largest single day’s sale so iar, 
were called for to-day, This extraordinary de- 
mand warrants Assistant-Seeretary Hawlev in 
making another call for $5,000,000 6 per cent 
bonds and five-twenties, on which interest will 
cease Nov. 1. These sales of bonds are rapidiy 
increasing the coin balance iu the Treasury, 
which is $237,000,000 to-day, an increase of over 
$30,000,000 since the Ist of August, and an in- 
crease of over $140,000,000 since one year ago 
this time. Thisis quite remarkabie, taken in 
connection with the statement in the last report 
of the Comptroller of the Currency, in which he 
estimates that the entire amount of gold coin 
and bullion in the country on the 30th of Junr, 
1877, was $242,555,858. 

SENATOR CONOVER. 

The Post publishes to-day an interview with 
Senator Conover, in which he says he intends to 
decline the nomination for the Lower House, in 
the First District of Florida, on the ground that 
there is so much apathy on the part of the Ad- 
ministration Republicans as to make the race on 
his part a useless expense. 

WHAT COL. MOSBY WANTED. 

Col. Mosby made application to the President 
for the position of Assistant Attorney-General. 
He presented numerous letters of recommend- 
ation from Radical Republicans, Conservative 
Republicans, and Democrats. Among those who 
gave letters of strong commendation were 
Judge Hugh L. Bond, of Marviani; Alex- 
ander H. Stephens; Judge Kives, of Vir- 
ginia; ex-Senator Lewis, of Virginia; Simon 
Cameron, and several Union officers who had 
been his prisoners during the War. Mr. E. W. 
Stoughton also gave him a warm letter. The 
Gen. Stoughton that Mbsby captured in bed at 
Fairfax Court-House was the nepnew of Mr. E. 
W. Stoughton, and the Stoughton family have 
always been very friendly toward Mosby, on ac- 
count of his courteous greatment of hia prison- 
er. The President, oe satisfactory reasons, 
concluded to make no Fhange in the Assistant 
Attorney-Generals, of whom there are fvur,— 
two in the Departmentéof Justice, one assigned 
to service in the Post&ffice Department, and 
one in the Departmentiof the Interior. It was 
then determined to Col. Mosby an appolut- 
ment under the W eee of State, as has 
been done. 


OCEAN STE SHIP NEWS.

THEODORE THOMAS. 


He Leaves New York for Cincinnati Because 
New York Has Coquetted with Him, and 
Has Not Come Down * Solid” Like Cin- 
cinnati. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Aug. 28.— Theodore Thomas 
rather prides himself on the fact that New 
York is going to lose him. He says be does not 
blame anybody, but while he came here free 
from debt, he now owes money. That 
tells the story of his financial support. He 
thinks the conditions in Cincinnati favorable to 
tbe musical institution proposed. He said: 

**Cincinnati lies well geographically. It is 
cheaper to live there than here. At any rate, if 
any one wants to live cheaply there, he can, I 
am under the impression there is 
a Class in this country who wish 
to become professional musicians who 
would be very glad to cake the chance to study 
torce or four years at a reasonable price, to 
have methodical training, to bear music. We 
will make it a point to see thata good deal of 
chamber music is given both publicly and pri- 
vately, and to have enougd talent at our com- 
mand to give all sorts of vocal and instrument- 
al works except operas.

The lawyer 
assured his interviewer that the thing was dune 
everr day, and such securities passed well with 
the courts; that in Philadelphia recently Judge 
Cadwalader ordered stock of the same sort put 
into the schedule of assets at 93 cents on the 
doliar.

United States in the spring of 1861, just 
before the outbreak of the Rebellion, was 
202 millions. The banks held at the same 
time 60 millions of coin, and there was per- 
haps 50 milhons more in the hands of the peo- 
ple; total circulating medium, 312 millions, 
consisting of 202 millions of bank notes and 
110 millions of gold and silver. This was 
about $9.74 per capita of population. Nobody 
who had anything to sell complained of any 
scarcity of money. There was plenty 
of cash with which to buy, and to loan 
all men who could furnish satisfactory se- 
curity. The; iency of the currency was 
never doubted or denied, as it was univer- 
sally admitted to be equal to the wants of 
trade.” The country is said to be suffering 
fearfully at the present time for lack of 
money to transact business. This is very 
curious, seeing that there is three times as 
much asin 1861, when no one complained of 
a scarcity of circulating medium. Let us 
compare the two periods : 


1861—$202, 000,000 in bank-notes— 
population .... 82,000,000 
1878—$670, 000, 000, bank and green- 
bank notes—population 45, 000, 000 
1861 —Coin in bank and circulation. ..$110, 000, 000 
1878—Coin in bank and circulation. = 110, 000, 000 


Bank-notes per capita in 1861, $6.30; 
coin, $3.44; total money per head, $9.74. 
Greenbacks and bank-notes per capita in 
1878, $15; coin, $2.50; total, $17.50. In 
this reckoning we have given 1861 credit for 
$60,000,000 of coin held as bank reserves, 
but have not given 1878 credit for a cent of 
the $209,000,000 of gold and silver now in 
the Treasury, $130,000,000 of which be- 
longs to the Government, and is held for re- 
demption purposes. On and after Jan. 1, 
1879, there will be, including the new coin- 
age, $670,000,000 of paper currency, $150,- 
000,000 of gold and silver for redemption 
purposes, $50,000,000 of private coin de- 
posited with an equal amount of certificates 
issued to the owners and used as money, and 
$120,000,000 of gold and silver coins in eir- 
culation in the hands of the people or held 
by banks as reserves liberating greenbacks ;

PEACE IN WASHINGTON AND WRATH IN 
MEXICO 


If the news from Mexico is to be believed, 
there is wrath among the Greasers. The 
order of President Haves is the cause of the 
froth and fury. The Greasers swear that the 
Yankee soldiers shall not cross the Rio 
Grande in pursuit of the thieving bandits. 
They swear by all the gods they will protect 
the cattle-stealers who rob the Texas ranch- 
men and then skedaddle across the river with 
their plunder. 
Although the Mexican Government has 
tried various methods of keeping the in- 
flammable newspapers quiet, it has not suc- 
ceeded very well. Some of them are 
assailing the Diaz Government in the 
interest of the Revolutionists, and nearly 
all oppose any action which would look 
towards allowing United States troops to 
cross the frontier in pursuit of the 
Greaser thieves. A few extracts from 
some of the more moderate papers 
will show how prevalent this sentiment is. 
The Monitor Republicano, an independent 
paper, declares that the right assumed by our 
Government is inadmissible, and says: 
„Mexico will never consent to authorize 
such a liberty, which, besides being humiliat- 
ing and digcreditable, would be the cause of 
dangerous complications that would at each 
moment imperil the peace betwéen the two 
nations.” The /ederalista says: We are 
right in announcing that the questions with 
the United States are becoming complicated, 
that we are threatened by a great public 
danger, that there is reason for the public 
alarm, and that the fears of the public are 
increasing.” The Libertad, which supports 
the Government, says: The intention to 
injure us exists, the danger is daily becoming 
more imminent, and, as wellas we can under- 
stand, never since 1846 have we passed 
through such a critical period, nor have we 
seen over our heads a cloud more pregnant 
with electricity. If it must be, let the pall of 
death cover the land.” The Combata has 
this assertion: Gen. Diaz has ordered our 
lines on the frontier of the North to be rein- 
forced, commanding the military chief to 
comply faithfully with his instructions to 
repel force with force, attacking any Ameri- 
— army that may peretrate Mexican terri- 
ory. It appears that Gen. Diaz has deter- 
mined to tolerate no outrage whatever from 
our impertinent neighbors, the Yankees.” 
The newspapers are not alone in their ef- 
forts to stir up strife. There is a disposi- 
tion in every direction to buildoze the Diaz 
Government into direct opposition to the 
policy of the United States Government by 
threats of overthrowing it if it refuses, and 
there are indications that Gen. Diaz will 
speedily yield to the popular clamor, if he 
has not already. The political clubs of the 
City of Mexico have placarded the walls with 
incendiary proclamations calling the people 
to arms. CorTinas, the raider, who has 
given the people of Texas so much trouble, 
has been in private consultation with Diaz, 
and Gen. Necretez, one of Draz’ officers, was 
with difficulty restrained recently from a 
project of heading a mob to destroy the 
United States Legation in the City of Mexi- 
co. In a recent interview, Gen. GONZALES, 
the Secretary of War, evaded the direct 
question whether in case the United States 
troops should again cross the frontier, or- 
ders had been issued to the Mexican troops 
to attack them ; and a correspondent of the 
New York World asserts that troops are be- 
ing quietly massed at San Luis, which place 
will be one of the bases of operations when 
the war with the United States breaks out. 
These various straws would seem to indi- 
ente that the wind in Mexico is blowing 
towards war, and that a pressure has been 
brought to bear upon the Diaz Government 
which may compel it either to declare war 
when our troops cross the frontier, or to step 
down and out in favor of the Lerdists, who 
are not only entkusiastically but ferocious- 
ly in favor of war. The crazy agitators are 
all the more outspoken and desperate in 
their demand because they fancy they are 
better armed and drilled than they were in 
1846, and because they cherish the delusion 
that in case of a war the South would rise and 
strike for independence against the Union. 
Itis not probable, however, that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States will pay any 
attention to the buzzing of these mosquitoes. 
Tt has laid down a straightforward 
policy, and it would be an injustice 


to its own citizens to depart from it in the 


can citizens without taking any steps to pre- 
vent it. The attention of that Government 
has been called to it repeatedly, but no ef- 
fort has been made to stop it, whatever fac- 
tion has been in power, and now the strong- 
est Government Mexico has ever had delib- 
erately confosses its inability to prevent these 
raids. Our Government has been patient 
and long suffering, and has endured a hun- 
dred times more than any other nation on 
earth would have done under such circum. 
stances. For infinitely less offenses, En- 
gland, Russia, Austria, and Germany have 
repeatedly not only chastised bordering peo- 
ple, but taken their territory away from them. 
The only criticism now that can be made 
upon our policy is, that it is too 
lenient. It distinctly disavows any hostility 
to the Mexican Government or its 
people, and only contemplates chastising 
‘predatory Greasers upon our own soil or 
Mexican soil, as the case may be. If the 
Mexican troops interfere to assist the escape 
ot the thieves, of course they will be in the 
way, and get hurt. If they keep out of the 
way, no one will get hurt but thieves, and 
when that is accomplished our troops will 
return to American soil without molesting 
any Mexican citizen or his property. If the 
Mexican people are disposed to regard this 
as a casus belli, then war it must be, with the 
cheerful result of finding some work for our 
unemployed tramps at good prices, and with 
the prospect that the United States Govern- 
ment may try its hand at ꝙ protectorate.

VANDERBILT'S POOLING IDEAS. 

VANDERBILT has evidently reached a deffer- 
ent conclusion about the management of rail- 
roads from a practical point of view than that 
Mr. Apams recently reached from theorizing. 
The latter concluded that we are now in an 
era of railroad combination, and ex pressed 
the opinion that this is the true remedy 
against railroad abuses under Government 
supervision. Perhaps so; but Vanper- 
Dr believes in combination without Gov- 
ernment supervision, or in fact any other 
restraint than that which the railroad man- 
agers see fit to agree upon among them- 
selves, always with the reservation that thoy 
may individually cut under it provided 
they are not found out; when they are 
found out, the combination is broken for the 
time, and the railroads relapse into their 
former cut-throat practices. It will be no- 
ticed that Vanperpint’s idea of compe- 
tition is a very different one from 
that entertained by Abus; but 
the former is anxious to persuade the 
shipping public that his pool may be im- 
plicitly trusted to deal fairly and equitably 
by the people. If this were the first rail- 
road pool that had ever been formed in 
America, VANDERBILT’s assurances would 
have more weight. The public might then 
welcome it with some satisfaction in know- 
that it was an end to discriminations and re- 
bates which place one set of shippers ata 
disadvantage in relation to another set: it 
might breed confidence that the rates would 
thenceforth yield the roads a fair profit on 
their business ; and that producers and ship- 
pers might make their contracts and pro- 
ceed with their business on a sure basis for 
the cost of transportation. There is one 
little circumstance which is calculated to 
dissipate this roseate view of Vanprr- 
BiLt'’s pool, and it is that no one of the 
pools that have gone before has produced 
the glorious results which Vanpeasuttr 
predicts for the present combination. 

A more philosophic consideration of 
VANDERBILT'S new pool is that it is very 
much like all its forerunners in conception 
and purpose. Varant found him- 
self in a position to take the lead in a new 


opening which promises still more traffic 
for the railroads. An extensive foreign de- 
mand for American bréadstuffs and produce 
is expected, and the crops are ample to meet 
it. These are conditions under which the 
railroad-runners are not obliged to break 
their necks in order to get business, and the 
companies can get a larger share of the 
profits from the American producer 
by combining on rates and dividing 
the business than they can by bidding against 
each other. That is the common-sense view 
of the matter, and when VANDERBILT 
makes any pretense that he is actuated by 
any special regard for the public interest, he 
assumes an opera-louffe character which may 
be funny, but which the people must pay for 
all the same. 

It may be that the new combination will 
be wise enongh not to indulge in very ex- 
cessive charges while nayigation is open ; but 
when water competition is out of the way 
for the winter season, VaNDERBILT’s pool 
will be phenomanal if it shall not develop the 
same greed that has been characteristic of 
all similar combinations. Indeed, there is 
evidence from the very, beginning of a dis- 
position to take advantage of the pub- 
lic wherever it can: be, done safely. 
Thus the increase {of 50 per cent 
in the rates on cut-mpeats over those on 
live-stock is a trick of tha pool to play into 
the hands of the monopoly known as the 
Eveners. It is intended to increase the 
shipment of live-stock, which is controlled 
entirely by the Evenerß on account of the 
special facilities extende them by the rail- 
roads. ‘The excuse for favoring the Even- 
ers has been that, by means of their con- 
trolling the shipment 28 the prac- 
tice of cutting rates has been stopped on this 
class of freight. But if the pool is to be an 
honest one, then there ig to be no cutting of 
rates any way, and there is no longer any 
excuse for maintaining a parasite so injuri- 
ous to the shipping public as the Even- 
ers,” and much less reason for discriminating 
in their favor by making such rates on 
slaughtered animals as to force the shipment 
of live animais at the mercy of the Even- 


” 


ers. 


VANDERBILT seems to be aware that 
he will not be credited with ahy vast amount 
of public spirit in this matter, and hence he 
seeks to show that he hay a selfish interest in 
dealing fairly by the public. His argument 
is that he does not want to compete with 
bankrupt roads, and hence desires that all 
railroad business shall be done at living 
rates. But the experience of the public has 
been that it fares better at the hands of so- 
called ‘‘ bankrupt” roads; these are rail- 
road companies with thé water squeezed out 
of their stock, and they are content to earn a 
fair interest on their resent actual value. 
Now the sooner this rulg, shall be applied to 
allthe railroads in the; country, the better 
and fairer it will be for the public; but 
VANDERBILT's scheme is confessedly to prevent | 
the public from reaching that basis in thd 
case of all roads which are not yet in the 
hands of a Receiver. If Vanprerpitr’s 
pool is like the preceding pools of the same 
character, Chicago will suffer especially 
from its operation; for no sooner shall lake 
competition be shut off than the pool will 
pile on the rates, and grain and produce will 
seek an outlet by the Mississippi to the ex- 
tent that it may be practicable. In view of 
this contingency it is just as well for Chi- 
cago people to remember that Vanper- 
BILT has assumed the responsibility; he is 
just now enjoying the ec/at of his new com- 
bination, and he should bear the odium 
when it comes. 


RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 
DrisnakLi's organ, as Mr. GLapsTone calls 


the London 7imes, has assumed to speak 
for Canada on the question of reciprocity 
with the United States. In an editorial 
which seemed to the impressionable news- 
agent at London of sufficient importance to 
be telegraphed to the United States the 
Times makes two points: 

1. The Mother Country” could forbid 
Canada to make any special treaty of reci- 
procity with the United States, but probably 
would not. 

2. Canada doesn’t want to enter iuto any 
such arrangement. 

The 7imes is right in saying that Canada 
doesn’t want to make a fair and square reci- 
procity treaty with this country. What the 
Canucks want is to do the trade and leave us 
to do the reciprocity. The Times goes 
four years back to find a protest by tbe 
Dominion Government that they would 
never listen to any suggestions for the ad- 
mission of American manufactures on more 
favored terms than British manufactures. 
Since then a great change has been taking 
place in Canadian politics. The question of 
Free Trade and Protection, next to the burn- 
ing problems of genuflexions and etiquette 
thrust upon the Canucks in anticipation of 
the arrival of the Marquis Ur Logne and his 
Royal-blood wife is now uppermost in Cana- 
dian politics. The Canadian newspapers 
bristle with Free Trade and Protection 
articles, reminding one of 1844 politics 
in this country. The Toronto Cloe is 
publishing Free-Trade extracts from Bastiat 
by the column. Those who argue for Free 
Trade argue at the same time for the ex- 
tension of Canadian trade with this country. 
All this leads straight to reciprocal trade. 
Even a Canadian can see that a market 
across the river with 46,000,000 customers 
of the great Republic is worth mor> than 
a market across the ocean with little more 
than 33,000,000 customers. The Canadians 
see the immense part pleyed inthe prosperity 
of this country by the free-trade freedom 
among the several States, and they want to en- 
joy the same great advantage. The trouble in 
all the negotiations has been that Canada 
has never been willing to meet us with equal 
concessions, and has never been able to get 
rid of her narrow colonial feeling that loyalty 
to the distant island of Great Britain forbade 
her to admit our goods on better terms than 
British goods. How much Great Britain 
cares about it is shown by its indifference, 
according to the Times, whether Canada 
closes any such barguin with us or not. 

The fact is, Great Britain would be im- 
mensely relieved to get rid of Canada alto- 
gether. The subject of cutting her adrift 
has been openly discussed in the British 
press and among British statesmen. Canada 
had best drop its unappreciated loyalty. As 
to the more important question of fair and 
full reciprocity, the Canadians and the Lon- 
don /imes must make up their minds that 
the only basis on which this country will 
approach the question is that of a Zollverein. 
Between Canada and the United States there 
must be no custom-houses. Between Can- 
ada and all foreign countries there must be 
the same tariff that the United States has. 


It is understood that this arrangement can- 


to make some modifications in its tarif. But 
the Canadians must abandon’ their ide et 


getting a full run of our markets ‘Wwithddt 
giving any reciprocity in return. This | 


country will not make any such com- 
mercial treaties,—not with Canada any 
more than with France. The present 
efforts of the French to palm off on this 
country as a liberalized commercial treaty an 
agreement to admit French wines, silks, 
laces, gloves, cosmetics, and gewgaws at 
lower duties, while no corresponding con- 
cessions are made in favor of American prod- 
ucts, is singularly like the Canadian ideas of 
what commercial treaties should be. The 
people of this country know by practical ex- 
perience the incalculable benefits of inter- 
State free trade; they are willing to admit 
Canada into the system, but they will do it 
only in an out-and-out Zollverein. We want 
no more jug-handled bargains as the last re- 
ciprocity treaty or the present lop-sided fish- 
eries agreement.

Secretary Snxnuax refers in glowing terms 
to the increasing balance of trade in favor of 
this country, and the rapid payment of our 
indebtedness to foreign countries. He ex- 
presses the opinion that not more than 
$260,000,000 of Federal bonds are now held 
abroad, whereas previous to the panie there 
were at least 800 millions. Foreigners have 
sent the bonds home to pay the balances of 
trade against them. The following are the 
totals of the imports and exports for four 
commercial years, viz.; 1874, 1875, 1876, 
and 1877, ending on the 3lst of June, ro- 


spectively :

Manufactures, while not yet large enough 
to compare with these staple products, are 
steadily increasing. Every sign portends 
that the balance of trade will continue to be 
immensely in our favor. In a little while all 
of our Federal bonds will be brought home, 
and there willbe no more coin interest to 
ship abroad in their behalf. At present, all 
exportation of coin has ceased, and 
Europeans are compelled to surrender Amer- 
ican bonds every week by the million to 
prevent the necessity of parting with their 
gold currency. The entire production of 
our own gold and silver minesis being 
kept at home and added to the 
stock of hard money at the rate of 
nearly two millions per week, all of 
which will become available as active 
money immediately after the ist of next 
January. And yet, with all these improve- 
ments in the financial condition of the coun- 
try, and the absolute certainty of better 
times, there is a class of people brawling for 
repeal of the Resumption act as soon as Con- 
gress meets, and saying that the Government 
can’t maintain specie payments! There are 
always contrary men who will go against 
reason and common sense, and the very evi- 
dance of their own eyes; there are always 
to be found a pack of fools who imagine 
vain things, and clamor for the perpetration 
of stupid mischief—such as repeal of re- 
sumption would be.

How could those notes issued by the 
Government in 1861 be irredeemable curren- 
cy” if they were “demand notes”? Demand 
notes are payable on demand, and, consequent- 
ly, they must be redeemable. The assertions 
of the“ greenback  stump-orators,” as related 
by Reader,“ are chock-full of falsehoods. The 
first act of Congress after the breaking out of 
the Rebellion issuing any kind of papér-money 
was the act of July 17, 1861. It was then pro- 
vided that the Sceretary of the Treasury should 
be authorized to issue fifty millions of Treasury 
notes of less denomination than $50, but 
not less than $10, not bearing inter- 
est, but payable on demand by the 
Assistant Treasurers of New York or Boston.” 
These notes were to be issued in payment of 
salaries or other dues from the United States. 
Sec. 6 provided that the power to issue or 
reissue such notes shall cease and determine 
alter the 3lst of December, 1862. On the 5th 
of August, 1561, a supplemental act was 
passed, which among other things, provided. as 
follows: |

A few months 
later and they were all redeeme® except a few 
that were lost. 80 far, then, from those de- 
mand-notes being “ irredeemable currency,” as 
the Fiat gnaves in Michigan are proclaiming, 
they were redeemable fu gold on demand and 
receivable for customs duties. Such are the 
facta.

Among other rich develop- 
ments that came out on the trial was the con- 
fession of one of the doctors that he was paid 
and retained by the dutifal son’s counsel to cer- 
tify that the old gentleman was crazy. Another 
doctor, testifying as an expert, gave it as bis 
opinion that Capt. HOLM was insane, although 
he was not asked, as he shoula have been on 
the cross-cxamination, if he had been bribed by 
the son or the wife to give such an opinion, It 
is simply shocking to think that a sane man 
may be deprived of his liberty and locked up in 
an insane asylum, as the result of a conspiracy 
on the part of the members of his own family, 
in order that they may gobble the estate.
